CAUGHT ON THE FLY.

A B. &M. Clerk Attempts
to Embezzle Funds of
the Company,

But is Arrested at the Depot
While Preparing to
Leave Town.

He Confesses to the Orime and
is Held for Examination,

Mr. Rollin H. N. Kelly, clerk in
the genmeral ticket office of the Bur-
lington & Misscurl River railroad,
wae arrested at the U, P, depot at
about poon Friday by Officer Black,
charged with the embezzlement of a
lazpe som of money from the B. & M.
railroad company. A pert of themoney
was found in his possession and he
confessed to the offeuce. He was ar-
raigned in police court, waived exam-
instion, and was committed,

Mr. Kelly had been in the employ
of the B. & M. railroad company
for sbout Teighteen months, having
bsen previous to that time in the
clty treasurer's office. He was for-
merly s farmer in Saunders county
and was a man of very gemial temper-
ament and formed many friendships.
It has been noted of late that he was

spparently  living  beyond the
meant of » yoong ‘man with
a sslary of only &5 per

month, and it Is presumed the rail-
road company has had its suspicions
excited. Atany rate it was decided
to check up his accounts a day or two
singe, to seoertsin their correciness.
Under ordinsty olreumstances this
would have been only a matter of
fact proceeding, but in this case it at
ones forcad the young man to some
sction to conceal the defects which
he was aware his accounts wonld ehow,
ot éscap the noplessant results. The
worl: of checking up his accounts was
not_completed Thursday, but it was
understood it would bs finlshed this
morping. Thorsdey the money in
his cash box was eounted by himeelf
aud Mr. 0. D. Freeman, who has

Yesterday Mr. Kelly sent ‘ word to
the office that he was sick and
did not come dosn. A boy was
sent to his vesidence to get the key
to the owh box. Mr, Kelly sent
back word that the key was in pos-
sossion of Mr. Yule, & clerk in the
general ticket office. Mr. Yule stated
that he had not seen the key, whenit
was decided to break the box open

missing.

It at once became evident that Mr.
Kelly was a defaulter, and precautions
were st once taken for his arrest.
Mr. Freeman found him at the depot,
spparently intending to take the U.
P. train for the weat. He had a
package under his arm containing the
funde. Officer Black arrested him,
aud he st once confessed to havimg
s large sum of money in his possee-
sion. The amount was found to be
$1631.79 in cash and motes

Heo was immedistely taken to the
Police Court. O'Brien & Bartlett ap-
peared for the B. & M. railroad com-
pany. Kolly was nearly crazy with
griel and threatened st first to kill
himself. “‘Oh! my wife and children!

THE WATER WAY,

Laying the Main Pipe on Six-
teenth Street. |

A Preliminary Experiehce with
Direct Pressure.

The streets in the northern part of
thy city present an unusually bosy
sight nowadays, with the long lines of
pipe layers tearing up thejearth for
tke pipes of the Water Works compa-
py. Tudaytwo hundred men are en-
gaged in this work, the largest gang
being engaged in laying the eightecn
inch main pipe through Sixteenth j
street, while gangs were also workiog
on Eighteenth, Twentioth and Cali-
foraia streets, The pipe is no=faid ;
through the streets, west of Sixteenth |
from Dodge street to Caltfornia incla-
sive. As the gang progresses along
Sixteeath street with the malin pipe,
the pipa will be laid in the lsteral
stresta east. This #ill bring the pipe
layers loto the business part of the
city in a few uaya.

The pige is placed five feet below
the grede line of the street. In places
where the grade will requirs cuts this
brings the pipes at a considerable
depih. Where streets are below the
grada line the pipes will bep'aced low
encugh to be secured from any danger
of frost.

The water works company will at
fist pump direet from their river set-
tling basins into the main at the cor-
per of 16th and Cuming atreets, the
rasecvo ¢ supply-pipe passing up that
atrzet. When the works are com-
pleted, ineluding the main reservoir,
the water will of courze be taken from
vhe raservoir.

A lead
furnsce accompanles each gang and
the joint is made complete by filllng
theinterstice between the outer surface
of the cne pipe and the lnner sur-
face of the other with wieltan lead,
which is afterward pounded until
the main becomes as perfect as a
single piece of matal. These mains
are submitted to a hydrostatic pres-
sure of 300 ponnds to the squaras
inch before being shipped from the

manufsctory.
The main pipe will pass throwgh
Caming, Sixteenth, Dodge, Fif-

teenth and Howard siresis.
